done so well. 


Because this age is so largely commercial, we oftttr. think 


of business as the only game worthy of our muscle. But the 
soul has a thousand games to try its strength on. Browning 
has a line in which h<? says that IIP "counts Hfe\as only a thing 
to try tho soul's strength on." 
The soul's strength is often 


more tried by waiting and by uncertainty than it is by activity 
It takes metal for "-'Idlers to lie inactive under flro. But there1 
is no discipline like it. When they are up again, they <*weep 
everything Before them. 


Ho if you lie inactive in life and undor fire, play tho soldier 


and wait for the inactivity. The Ey that surveys tho out ire- 
field, the Mind that is in touch with the whole situation under- 
stands and can be counted upon to make no mistakes. 


It is up to you to accept the situation and await orders. 


A modern poet sings: 


"But the roan worth while 
Is the man with the smile 


When everything goes dead wrong." 


But in the economy of God nothing over goes doad wrong, 


but all things in the final, far-off analysis, work out for good.
